Tar convention oalled to revise the rules of the
Republican party of Philadelphia has followed
the example of the State Central Committee
in denouncing the scheme to hand over seve-
ral important departmenta of the city govern.-
ment to new commissions, composed partly ef
Demoorats and partly of Republicans, and any
Philadelphia Republcan member of the
House or Benate who favors this monstrous
proposition will evident'y provoke the intense
indignation of a betrayed constituenoy. 1t is
to be feared, however, that the snake,
though sootohed, is mnot yet killed, A
prominent Demooratio member of the
Legis'ature has boasted that if the bill passes
it will be immediately signed by the Gover-
nor; and as the Demoorats are ready to sup-
port it as a party measure, the defection of
a few venal or weak Republican members
will secure its passage. To blind the eyes ef
the public it has been proposed to insert in
the early stages of the Commission bill or
bills the names of well-known and respeoct-
able Philadelphians as commissioners, and
then, when indignation is allayed by this de-
vice, to substitute for such citizens hackneyed
and servioeable partisans. This trick, and
others equally deceptive, may be resorted
to; and the wenly safe [ground to
take is to insist that the Legislature shall not
undertake to create any more commissions, of
any character, for the government of Phila-
delphia. Those now in existence are com.
posed chiefly of estimable citizens who enjoy
the public confidence, but their success
affords no indication of what is to beexpected
from commissioners made up of poorer mate-
rial. It is especially dangerous lo create
commissions endowed with a large amount of
patronage, as a highway or water commission
necessarily would be; and the existing system
of levying taxes in New York shows what is
to be expected from a partisan tax com-
mission. If we are to bhave municipal elec-
tions atall, there should be at laast something
left for the people to govern, and the mag-
nates at Harrisburg should not sateal from
them the power of determining by their votes
a few of the questions in which they are
deeply interested. One of the most serions
perils of the hour is the danger that all the
rights and privileges of the people will in
time be handed over to irresponsible and nn.
sorupulous commissions, and that our citizens
will wake up some fine morning to find that
they have been tied hand and foot bya
few knots of politicians who will thenceforth
manage all municipal affairs on a close cow-
poration system., At all events, it is clear
that the present Legislature is not disposed
to make any good commiasions for us, and
that, if the backbone of its Republican mem-
bers is not stiffened, some very bad and dan-
gerous commissions will be spawned at the
present session.

THE SUFFERING FRENCH

Tue greatest evil of war is not perhaps in
the loss of life and the suffering from dread-
ful wounds that ocenr among the actual com-
batants, but it is rather in the fearful distress
that inevitably follows in the wake of con-
tending armies among the people of the
country which is the scene of confliot. Dur-
ing the present war in Furope France has
been the chief sufferer apart from any con-
sideration of national humiliation involved in
defeat. An immense portion of her territory
has been overrun by armies engaged in
deadly strife, and as an inevitable conse-
guenoce of such a war her towns and villages
have been destroyed, her people driven from
their homes, her harvests trampled under
foot, and thousands of poor people who
found it hard to live under
the best circumstanees are now in
the bitter winter weather housecless,
bomeless, gud utterly without food or the
meank ¢f obtaining it. The elaims which the
people of France present under their present
cironmstances to the sympathies of the world
are entirely apart from any political conside-
rations, and it is the duty of people every-
wheref no matter what their opinions may be
in regard to the merits of either side of the
quarrel between France and Germany, to
take prompt mction for the relief of those
whom the fortunes of war have reduoced to a
most pitiable condition,

The United Btates Government has pro-
vided a vessel to transport to France such
provisions as the people of the United States
may contribute, and action bad been taken in
a number of our prineipal cities Lo supply her
with a oargo. It is to be hoped that in this
matter Philadelphia will sustain her ancient
reputation for philanthropy. A meseting was
held at the Mayor's office yesterday to take
the subject into consideration, and his Honor
will appoint a committee Lo receive

snd to superintend the trans.
porhtion of them to their proper destination,
The oall which this scommittee will make upon
the citizens of Philadelphis should receive, as
it undoubtedly will, a prompt and geumerons
responas,

The French Relief Committee of the New

York Ch mber of Oommerce has issued an
appeal o the clergy of the country, request-
ing that " collection shall 16 i ken up in all
the churches from one end of the lard to the
other, on the second Bunday in March, for the
benefit of the French sufferers, We hope

that this snggestion will be adopled, as a
large amount oan be raised in this way, and
it will afford an opportunity for those who
are nnable to give much to coatribute their
mites, Many thousand dollars can be real-
ized if every ochurch-goer will give even so
small n sum as ten oonts, and thoss who are
poor themselves should give this much for the
relief of the starving millions of Franoe.

This committes also makes the practical
gnggestion that as omne-third of France has
heen devastated, and not only i's harvest but
its poad-wheat consumed, the farmers of the
United States shall endeavor to send out save-
ral oargoes of seed-wheat to Franoce, to be
distributed among the small farmers, A fow
bushels of wheat, which any farmer in this
land can easily spare, will do a vast amount
of geod, and if all combine in the good work
a great and permanent benefit will be con-
ferred. Many of the railroad companies have
offered free transportation for this wheat and
arrangements have been made for its storage
and transportation. England, Belginm, Hol-
land, and Switzerland are all making great
efforts to afford immediate relief to the
French sufferers,and the United Statea should
not be behind hand in such a noble work.

It 1x surMisEDp, in some quarters, thal
during the grand pow-wow which is about to
take place at Washington between the Ame-
rican and British treaty commissioners, the
project of settling up all old accounta by a
transfer of the New Dominion to the United
Btates will be secretly if not openly discussed.
The President is said to be a devoul wor-
shipper of the manifest-deatiny doctrine, and
if his project for annexing Dominica iz de.
feated he may direct his attention to the
Northern frontier, with a prospect of gob.
bling up the Kanucks. As matters stand now
New England is disposed to growl at any new
aoccessions of Southern territory, but if the
balance of power conld be ochanged by the
aoquisition of a huge slice of Northern terri-
tory, she migh! ohange her notiona about
annexation very quickly.
